Weather determines fun, attitudes of Alaskan students

Getting stuck in the snow may sound familiar to 
some BYU students, but the problem takes on a deep- 
er meaning for students attending the University of 
Alaska-Fairbanks.

“This week has been the first time that the sun has 
been out in three months,” Bippus said.

There is a real 
problem with suicide here,” Bippus said. 

Students find themselves in a reversed 
situation in the summer. Bippus said, “In 
the summer it is light 24 hours a day.” 

One way students entertain themselves, 
said Tressler, is to boil water and throw it 
out the window. “The water instantly 
crystallizes and makes a freaky noise. It’s 
one way to stay sane,” she said.

Opening statements made in King trial 


LOS ANGELES — Two policemen transporting an injured Rodney 
King from one hospital to another detoured for nearly two hours, stop- 
ping at their station to show the beating victim to colleagues, a prosecu- 
tor said Thursday. 

In an opening statement, Assistant U.S. Attorney Steven Clymer also 
accused the two defendants of trying to convince medical personnel at 
both hospitals that King was under the influence of the hallucinogen 
PCP when there was no such evidence. 

The surprise allegations about Officers Laurence Powell and Timothy 
Wind came as the federal government launched its effort to do what 
state prosecutors could not _ win convictions in the videotaped beating. 

The defense began its opening statements with the same strategy that 
proved successful before, portraying the officers’ actions as appropriate 
and within Police Department guidelines. 

The previous acquittals of Powell, Wind, Koon and another white offi- 
cer on most state charges ignited three days of deadly mayhem in Los 
Angeles. If convicted, the officers could face a maximum penalty of 
$250,000 in fines and 10 years in prison. 


Serbs will not fire on U.S. air-aid 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Bosnian Serb leaders ordered 
their troops Thursday not to shoot at U.S. planes parachuting aid to 
eastern Bosnia, but warned that the planned airdrop could worsen the 
war or impede peace talks. 

In Washington, President Clinton formally announced that the U.S. 
military will drop food for the hungry in besieged eastern towns. The 
timing of the airdrops will be determined by the Defense Department 
and the United Nations, he said. 

Bosnia’s Muslim president, Alija Izetbegovic, left Thursday for a meet- 
ing in Washington with Clinton before a new round of peace talks at 
U.N. headquarters in New York. 

The food-drop operation will be the deepest American involvement yet 
in the war over Bosnia’s secession from Serb-dominated Yugoslavia. 


Avalanche kills man in Emigration Canyon 


SALT LAKE CITY — A 29-year-old man was killed in an avalanche 
while skiing in Emigration Canyon about seven miles east of Salt Lake 
City on Thursday. 

Salt Lake County sheriff's Deputy Rod Norton said the man, whose 
name has not been released, was an Emigration Canyon-area resident. 

He was skiing in the Pinecrest-Little Mountain area when hit by the 
avalanche. Norton said the man was with at least three others, who went 
for help after rescue efforts failed. Search and rescue units were working 
to recover the man’s body Thursday night, Norton said. 

Beginning about 7 a.m. several avalanches rolled down mountainsides 
in Little Cottonwood Canyon about 25 miles southeast of Salt Lake City 
Thursday, damaging cars and burying sections of the highway up the 
canyon. 

The slides were triggered by U.S. Forest Service and state Department 
of Transportation avalanche control gun crews, who fired heavy artillery 
shells into the mountainsides. 


Californians rejoice as drought ends 


SAN FRANCISCO — While Californians all over the state are drinking 
in the good news that the six-year drought is over, some officials have a 
word of caution: with 30 million people and a limited water supply, the 
state isn’t flush enough to abandon good habits learned in the dry sea- 
son. 

“Conservation practices are here to stay in California. There’s no ques- 
tion about it,” said Douglas Priest, manager of the state drought center. 

Priest and Maurice Roos, chief hydrologist for the state Department of 
Water Resources, believe a storm last weekend finished the drought. 
Gov. Pete Wilson formally declared it over Wednesday. 

The snowstorm, the latest in a wet and wild winter, brought the water 
content of the Sierra Nevada snowpack to 140 percent of the April 1 
average, enough to bring most reservoirs above normal when it melts, 
Priest said.

Editor addresses 
Tribune’s future

In an address to students and fac- 
_ulty at the Communications 
Executive Symposium Thursday, 
James Shelledy, editor-in-chief of 
the Salt Lake Tribune, said reli- 
gious biases may “creep” into the 
newspaper’s content. 

“Religion is the ultimate in spin 
control,” Shelledy said in an inter- 
view earlier that day. 

If religious leaders and followers 
feel a news story did not give the 
proper angle or “spin” to a subject, 
someone will be upset and say the 
article was “anti” their cause, 
Shelledy said. 

Articles shouldn’t be looked at as 
anti-Mormon, but rather as taking 
anti-Church stands at times, he 
said. 

Just because the article is in 
opposition with someone’s beliefs 
doesn’t mean it is against the insti- 
tution. 

“Sometimes the information is 
just reporting,” Shelledy said. 

Shelledy also focused on what 
newspapers need to do to survive in 
the year 2000. The key lies in 
building connections with readers, 
he said. 

“Readers’ definitions of news have 
expanded,” Shelledy said. 

Newspapers must focus the con- 
tent of their news on information 
relevant to their readers in order to 
retain and gain new readers, he 
said. 

Colors, pictures and graphics 
make reading more fun for the 
reader, but if the relevant news 
content isn’t there, people won’t 
read the news, Shelledy said. 

Good writing, enticing headlines, 
common sense and good judgment 
are necessary for a newspaper’s 
survival.

Cougars look to 
even series with 
Stanford tonight

The BYU men’s gymnastic team 
will take on the Stanford Cardinal 
squad tonight in a meet billed as 
“The Battle of the West’s Best.” 
Stanford won the teams’ first meet- 
ing Saturday in Palo Alto, Cat, 
281.05 to 279.05. 

BYU coach Mako Sakamoto said 
tonight’s meet will be the Cougars’ 
biggest challenge this season. 

“I think we are about even teams, 
we will have to be perfect to beat 
them,” Sakamoto said. 

Cougar gymnast Christian Burch 
said the home crowd at tonight’s 
meet may give BYU the momen- 
tum to upset the top-ranked 
Stanford team. 

“We are pretty hyped right now, 
we just came off a close loss to 
them,” Burch said. 

“On our home turf we'll be more 
comfortable, it’s easier to come 
together as a team when we have 
the crowd behind us.” 

Tonight's meet will feature two of 
the NCAA’s top gymnasts as BYU’s 
Darren Elg, the nation’s best all- 
round gymnast, and Stanford’s Jair 
Lynch, a 1992 Olympian, face off in 
the all-around competition. 

Lynch won the all-around 
Saturday night, beating Elg by a .2 
point margin. 

“T think the battle will again be 
between Elg and Jair Lynch,” 
Sakamoto said. 

“Jair won back at Stanford 
because Darren missed on rings. If 
Darren is consistent he has a very 
good chance of beating Jair.” 

Stanford’s near-perfect perfor- 
mance on the parallel bars last 
week was the Cougars’ undoing. 

BYU held a two point lead going 
into the last event, but Stanford’s 
season-high 48.2 on the bars was 
enough to take the lead, and the 
meet. 

Stanford’s roster currently lists 
two of the nation’s best on the par- 
allel bars, Lynch and Liang Jing- 
Wei. 

Jing-Wei was a member of BYU’s 
team last year, but transferred to 
Stanford after the'season ended.

NEW DELHI, India — Riot 
police fired tear gas and chased 
protesters from dawn to dusk 
Thursday to stop tens of thousands 
of Hindu militants from massing 
for a rally to demand the govern- 
ment’s ouster, 

At least 88 people were injured 
and more than 2,800 people were 
arrested, city police chief Mukund 
Behari Kaushal told reporters at 
his makeshift headquarters behind 
barricades on the Parliament 
grounds. . 

The government’s success in pre- 
venting the rally was a boost for 
Prime Minister P.V. Narasimha 
Rao, who was accused of indecisive- 
ness in dealing with religious riots 
that engulfed India after Hindus 


tore down a Muslim mosque in 
December in the town of Ayodhya. 

The incident sparked Hindu- 
Muslim riots in December and 
January that killed 1,940 people. 

The Bharatiya Janata Party, the 
right-wing group that called the 
rally, has been gaining strength 
ever since, and India’s multi-eth- 
nic, multireligious democracy is in 
danger. 

The government deployed thou- 
sands of police officers to thwart 
the rally by Bharatiya Janata, 
which has ridden a wave of Hindu 
militancy to become India’s biggest 
opposition party. 

“The government is shaking with 
fear,” said Atal Behari Vajpayee, a
